DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 1 and 7 have been amended. 

Claim 1 includes the limitation of previously objected allowable claim 3. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 the prior art of the record in particular Birgel US patent 4,421 ,961 
and Joo US patent 5,617,649 do not teach or suggest a supporting structure for a wind 
mill for generating electric power including inter alia a closed chamber with at least one 
air seal between rotating parts and stationary parts of the generator and with the stator 
mounted within the closed chamber characterized in that the closed chamber wherein 
the means for supplying dried air provides a super atmospheric air pressure in the 
closed chamber. 

Regarding claim 7 the record in particular Birgel US patent 4,421 ,961 and Joo US 
patent 5,617,649 do not teach or suggest a supporting structure for a wind mill for 
generating electric power including inter alia a bearing .which is provided with a 
lubricant inlet and with a lubricant outlet having channels, which are arranged in such a 
manner that lubricant flows out of the bearing when at least a desired amount of 
lubricant is present in the bearing charaderized in that the bearing has air seals for 
providing an air-tight seal for the closed chamber.
